His father and 
mother used to attend the market. The 
father of Bass, the great brewer, was in 
a very small way ot business, and his 
mother sold yeast in a little shop. The 
First Lord of the Admiralty's father 
kept a small news agent's store in Lon- 
don. 
Mr. Waltei, member of Parlia- 


ment and chief proprietor of the Times, 
dates back, I believe, to his father's 
humble printing-office in the city. Mr 
Johnston, who left behind 
him the 


Standanl, worth $150,000 a year, be- 
sides real estate, was an officer in the 
old Bankruptcy Court. The late Her- 
bert Ingram, member of Parliament and 
founder of the Illustrated Knit, kept a 
little drug store at Nottingham. Mr. 
Lawson, the chief proprietor of the 
Telegiaph, from which he draws for his 
half share quite $150,000 a year, was 
the commercial representative of an ink- 
house. He is now one of the rich com- 
moners of EngUnd 
Keport has it that 


his income is over $600,000 _ a yaar. 
This of course, does not begin to ap- 
proach the incomes of the wealthy men 
of England who have inherited as well 
as made fortunes. Robert Crawshay 
has at least $35,000,000 left him by his 
father. How much more he has made 
or lost, I don't know

his aggregate receipts. The purchase of 
grain sacks by speculators and the rais- 
ing of the price to an unhealthy and un- 
natural value is nothing new in the 
financial history of this State. If a 
corner can be effected the danger or loss 
to speculators is slight, for we are at a 
distance from the sources of supply and 
the exigencies of the wheat-raiser will 
not permit him to wait. He must have 
his sacks at once, or if he delays in hope 
of buying to better advantages, bis crop 
perishes and he is ruined. There is at 
present the most stupendous corner in 
grain sacks ever organized in San Fran- 
cisco.

The number held by the corner is 15,- 
000,000; therefore they will make, 
should they sell, as they will doubtless 
be able to sell, at 12 cents or a little 
rising of that figure, some $UOO,000. 
This is a large amount to be diverted 
from its natural andliealthy distribution 
among the farmers into the pockets of 
three or four capitalists, already super- 
fluously wealthy.

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


An gis,000 Cane Decided In the lulled States 


Court. 


From the Springfield Register we learn 


that the final decision in the case of the 
executors of Thos. 0. Smith vs. A. D. 
Northcutt, was filed in tho United States 
court on Saturday, August 3d. The facts 
in the case appear to be that in 1873 
Smith sold to Northcutt a large body of 
land in Christian county, and took in pay- 
ment therefor seven notes, two for $2,000 
each, one for $3,000, and four for $3,000 
each. The first of these fell due in March, 
1870, and the others every six months 
thereafter. Northcutt paid the first when 
it became due, but before the others came 
due Smith wcut to California and left the 
notes with the banking house of Rucker, 
Hammer & Co., of Decatur. In Novem- 


ber, 
1877, while this firm was in sctious 


trouble, they borrowed from Mr. North- 
cult $7,000, or rather his accommodation 
for that amount, and to secure him passed 
over to him three of the notes given by 
him to Smith. In 1875Smith died in Cal- 
ifornia, and his executors, in 1878, filed a 
bill for the foreclosure of the mortgages 
given to secure the notes. On the hear- 
ing it was decreed that Northcutt return 
the notes turned over to him by Rucker, 
Hammer & Co., and a decree of foreclo- 
sure and sale was also entered foi the 
notes due in 1877 and 1878, and for all in- 
terest. The executors were represented 
bycx-Gov. John M Palmer and E. H 
Eldridge, or Decatur, and the defendant 
by Hun. A. Thornton, and Hon. Johu B. 
Jones, of Christian.
